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LETTER  FROM 
THE  PRESIDENT’S  DESK 

What  with  the  exhilaration  of  seeing  the  new  build- 
ings rise  in  Chestnut  Hill  some  observers  might  over- 
look the  accompanying  excitement  of  an  active  college 
here  in  Wellesley.  Each  has  a tremendous  appeal, 
each  is  a part  of  the  other,  and  neither  should  be  over- 
looked. It  was  here  that  the  college  opened  this  Fall, 
for  the  fifty-fourth  time.  Here  it  was  that  332  stu- 
dents tumbled  from  cars  to  find  their  rooms,  the 
Freshmen  trailed  by  parents  who  had  come  to  share 
their  daughters'  joy  at  finally  being  in  the  college  they 
had  chosen,  the  seniors  proud  in  their  white  jackets 
and  very  much  at  home  in  their  new-won  responsi- 
bilities as  the  "old  hands.”  The  arrival  of  students  is 
a sort  of  "implosion,”  just  as  Commencement-time  is 
an  explosion.  There  are  so  many,  and  they  are  so 
burgeoning  with  new  energies  and  hopes  and  plans, 
and  they  are  so  fresh  and  young  and  intelligent  that 
each  year  one's  enjoyment  as  a teacher  or  administra- 
tor is  renewed  and  refreshed. 

So  this  year  started  — our  last  in  Wellesley  — with 
more  freshmen  and  more  students  in  total  than  ever 
before.  For  graduates  of  the  last  decade,  at  least, 
much  will  seem  familiar.  There  was  the  turmoil  and 
complexity  of  Registration.  There  were  the  countless 
pictures  for  hometown  press  and  this  Bulletin. 
There  were  the  freshman  skits  and  then  the  Senior 
Show.  There  was  the  clambake  on  the  Cape,  this 
time  catered  by  our  old  friend  Seiler's  (a  name  you 
older  alumnae  remember  well  for  the  wonderful  res- 
taurant at  the  corner,  now  gone).  There  was  the 
calm  coordination  of  the  Welcoming  Committee 
members,  steering  all  newcomers  with  a kind  of  cor- 
diality and  charm  no  others  could  provide.  There 
were  the  first  Mixers,  with  Eastern  Men,  who  sur- 
prisingly looked  pretty  much  like  the  boys  at  home, 
even  though  most  went  to  Harvard.  Then  came  Fall 
foliage,  and  football  games,  and  hourlies;  and  then 
Mothers'  Day  on  November  2 brought  130  mothers 
to  renew  acquaintance  with  daughters  who  seemed 
just  a little  more  at  home  away  from  home  than  ex- 
pected, and  even  gladder  to  see  them  than  most  had 
hoped.  As  1 write  this,  first-quarter  academic  stand- 
ings are  just  around  the  corner.  Not  one  student  has 
yet  withdrawn  for  illness  or  any  other  cause.  The 
feeling  here  is  good. 

This  is  a college  where  fine  teaching  comes  first. 
There  are  many  institutions  today  where  this  is  not 
true.  Science,  industry,  politics  within  and  without 
the  walls,  research,  and  vast  numbers,  all  tend  to 


gnaw  away  at  close  relationships  between  students 
and  faculty  members  in  the  great  universities  of  our 
day.  Each  year  the  problem  grows  more  acute.  At 
Pine  Manor  numbers  are  small,  contacts  are  direct, 
people  know  one  antoher,  and  good  teaching  plays  its 
essential  role.  That  is  the  way  we  mean  to  keep  it, 
and  while  the  enrollment  will  grow  somewhat  in  the 
years  ahead,  it  will  never  be  permitted  to  climb  so 
high  that  the  close  ties  between  faculty  members  and 
students  are  weakened. 

Among  the  "newcomers”  on  the  campus  this  year 
is  one  person  most  of  you  know  well,  for  Miss  Ruth 
Woodman  Russell  has  again  returned  to  Pine  Manor. 
This  time  she  is  here  not  as  a teacher  but  as  an 
author.  She  has  been  engaged  to  write  a history  of 
the  college,  to  be  published  in  about  two  years  if  all 
goes  as  predicted.  At  this  time  she  is  busily  involved 
in  interviewing  many  of  the  people  who  were  here  in 
the  college's  early  years,  people  who  saw  the  college 
founded  and  who  watched  its  quick  growth  in  the 
first  few  decades.  She  will  appreciate  the  help  of  any 
graduates  of  those  first  years  who  have  anecdotes  or 
photographs  not  available  in  the  public  records;  do 
look  in  on  her  when  you  are  at  Wellesley,  or  write 
to  her  here. 

Contrasting  with  the  quietude  of  a busy  college 
hard  at  work  is  the  noisy  clamor  of  great  activity  in 
Chestnut  Hill.  New  buildings  have  climbed  as  if  by 
magic  in  recent  months.  Now  the  greatness  of  the 
design  is  clearly  evident  to  anyone  who  visits  the  new 
campus,  as  dozens  do  each  week.  The  construction 
firm  is  an  excellent  one,  an  has  kept  well  ahead  of 
the  assigned  pace.  It  is  apparent  now  that  all  renova- 
tions and  all  new  structures  will  be  completed  in  June. 
This  type  of  accomplishment  is  rare  in  our  nation  to- 
day, where  only  too  often  the  proposed  completion 
date  proves  an  inaccurate  hope.  We  shall  be  able  to 
use  the  dormitories  at  Reunion  time  if  all  goes  as  ex- 
pected, and  we  shall  have  more  time  than  originally 
planned  for  the  involved  moving  operations  of  the 
summer.  As  I write  this  in  November,  all  of  the  work 
is  more  than  half  completed. 

It  is  very  stimulating  to  see  the  new  plan  taking 
shape.  A great  many  people  have  helped  to  bring 
this  about.  The  architects  and  the  construction  firm 
deserve  much  credit,  for  good  design  well  executed. 
However,  we  particularly  thank  the  good  friends  who 
helped  in  the  early  planning  of  the  project  by  believ- 
ing in  it  and  by  contributing  to  it  with  time  and 
financial  backing.  There  is  still  much  to  be  done. 
Pine  Manor  alumnae  are  scattered  so  widely  about 
the  world  that  not  all  can  return  to  see  what  is  going 
on.  We  visit  as  many  as  time  permits.  Many  of  you 
return  to  the  campus.  For  example,  fourteen  alumnae 
came  back  as  mothers  this  past  week;  almost  every 
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day  sees  a few  of  you  here,  and  you  are  most  wel- 
come. 

Since  it  takes  time  to  reach  everyone  personally,  a 
new  publication  is  presently  in  preparation  for  distri- 
bution in  mid-winter,  designed  to  give  every  person 
interested  in  the  college  all  details  about  the  move. 
It  will  carry  photographs  of  nearly  finished  buildings 
and  will  indicate  what  remains  to  be  done,  and  what 
must  still  be  paid  for.  Many  of  you  have  asked  for 
such  a booklet,  and  we  shall  put  it  in  the  hands  of 
everyone  shortly.  Many  of  you  have  asked  when  and 
how  to  give  — now  is  the  time  — this  booklet  will 
give  you  the  details.  Contributions  come  in  each  day, 
and  many  are  extremely  generous.  However,  we  must 
accumulate  another  $500,000  this  spring  to  pay  con- 
struction bills.  As  375  of  you  have  already  given  the 
college  over  $750,000  in  advance  gifts,  it  is  evident 
that  this  additional  support  can  be  obtained.  Pine 
Manor  alumnae  have  proved  to  respond  generously  to 
your  college’s  needs  when  asked.  1,  personally,  would 
be  happy  to  talk  with  any  alumna  or  her  husband 
about  the  college’s  future. 

I believe  that  many  of  you  will  find  the  New  York 
Jimes  Supplement  of  March  7 quite  interesting.  In  it, 
for  the  first  time,  a group  of  some  26  two-year  col- 
leges for  women  will  explain  what  they  are  and  what 
they  are  trying  to  do.  To  be  sure,  you  who  read  this 
know  Pine  Manor  pretty  well;  but  this  supplement  is 
aimed  at  foundations,  corporations,  and  the  general 
public  who  confuse  our  institutions  with  the  two-year 
public  and  community  colleges  that  have  spread  like 
wildfire  in  recent  years.  We  shall  appreciate  your 
comments  when  you  have  seen  the  publication,  if 
yours  is  one  of  the  1.5  million  homes  into  which  this 
periodical  comes. 

I mentioned  in  the  last  issue  that  Sra.  de  Mora  was 
retiring.

Street  in  St.  Augustine,  Florida.  She  would  very 
much  enjoy  seeing  any  of  you  who  are  in  the  region, 
for  she  misses  Pine  Manor  and  would  like  to  meet 
others  who  share  her  affection  for  it. 

The  one  hundred  and  thirty  mothers  who  came  to 
Pine  Manor  in  early  November  found  beautiful  Fall 
weather  and  certainly  claim  to  have  enjoyed  them- 
selves. About  sixty  visited  the  new  campus  during 
the  weekend  and  all  were  enthusiastic  about  both  the 
location  and  the  design.  Classes  were  packed  as  they 
joined  their  daughters  in  first-hand  observation  of 
faculty  members  they  had  known  only  by  name  be- 
fore. Again,  comments  were  enthusiastic.  It  was  an 
excellent  time,  and  it  won’t  be  matched  until  fathers 
come  on  the  first  weekend  in  May  for  what  is  usually 
the  most  enjoyed  weekend  of  the  year  for  all  con- 
cerned 

Many  of  you  sat  in  on  the  telephone  “broadcasts” 
that  took  place  this  Fall.  Taken  all  in  all,  they  proved 
a very  effective  means  of  telling  one  another  about 
the  college  and  the  work  being  done  all  across  the 
nation.  This  was  a “first”  and  there  were  some  grow- 
ing pains.  Some  areas  had  uneven  reception  in  spite 
of  careful  monitoring  ahead.  Where  this  occurred, 
our  apologies.  We  think  the  method  has  merit,  and 
probably  we  shall  use  it  again  from  time  to  time.  We 
are  very  grateful  for  the  hospitality  of  the  many 
alumnae  who  opened  their  homes  to  these  gatherings. 

The  admissions  situation  is  unusual  this  Fall. 
Thanks  to  the  appeal  of  the  new  campus  in  large 
part,  we  are  besieged  with  unprecedented  numbers  of 
young  people  who  hope  to  enter  next  Fall.  Both  Mr. 
Stenberg  and  Miss  Rawlings  (Sally,  ’62)  are  visiting 
more  schools  than  ever  to  screen  candidates  before 
application.  Many  colleges  have  found  that  the  easiest 
solution  for  large  numbers  is  to  spend  more  time  on 
paper-work  and  less  on  meeting  people.  This  would 
be  out  of  character  for  Pine  Manor,  and  we  have 
found  another  solution.  Two  alumnae  have  been 
added  to  the  Admissions  staff  to  interview  visitors, 
Mondi  Xump  Bridges,  ’59,  and  Elizabeth  Porter  El- 
liott, ’55.  Other  members  of  the  administrative  staff 
help,  too,  in  an  effort  to  insure  that,  in  spite  of  the 
deluge  of  numbers,  girls  have  a chance  to  see  the 
college  when  they  get  here  and  to  talk  with  people 
who  know  it  intimately.  If  your  own  daughter  is 
looking  this  way  and  you  want  to  have  her  see  the 
two  campuses,  do  let  us  know  ahead  to  avoid  pos- 
sible pileup,  but  know  how  very  much  interested  we 
are  in  her.  One  out  of  each  four  freshmen  this  Fall 
was  related  to  an  alumna. 

Do  come  back  to  see  your  college.  You  will  always 
be  welcome,  and  if  you  will  give  us  a little  notice 
ahead,  we  can  always  arrange  to  have  someone  show 
you  the  new  campus  while  you  are  here.  !Now  is  an 
exciting  time  to  come.

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A PROGRESS  REPORT 
As  of  November  I,  1964 


On  the  construction  site  in  Chestnut  Hill,  210  men 
are  helping  Pine  Manor  alumnae  to  build  the  college’s 
new  campus.  Fifty-three  bricklayers  and  forty-three 
tenders  are  placing  nearly  a million  bricks.  Thirty 
carpenters  are  hard  at  work  with  saws,  hammers,  and 
nails.  Others  include  plumbers,  electricians,  heating 
experts,  roofers,  sheet-metal  workers,  blasters,  and  ex- 
cavators. 

All  the  foundations  have  been  poured.  Roofs  are 
on  the  East  Village  buildings  and  the  West  Village 
administrative  unit.  The  walls  of  the  dining  center 
are  rising  rapidly. 

The  interiors  of  the  estate  buildings  are  being 
transformed  into  classrooms,  laboratories,  offices,  and 
a temporary  library.  A new  road  now  runs  around 
the  periphery  of  the  new  and  renovated  buildings, 
and  bicycle  paths  connect  the  dining  center  with  the 
quadrangles  and  the  renovated  buildings. 

Construction  will  be  finished  by  June.  The  col- 
lege will  move  to  Chestnut  Hill  during  the  summer 
and  be  ready  for  the  students  next  fall.

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Of  Course  Pine  Manor  is  a Tax  Exempt  Institution 

In  answer  to  many  requests  regarding  the  tax  exempt  status  of  Pine  Manor 
Junior  College  we  reprint  below  excerpts  from  a letter  of  August  9,  1962  from 
the  District  Director  of  Internal  Revenue  granting  Pine  Manor  exemption  from 
federal  income  taxes  and  establishing  that  contributions  to  the  new  corporation 
are  still  tax  exempt,  as  they  were  when  a Dana  Hall  Schools  division.

Attention:  Mr.  Gerald  W.  Blakeley,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  Board 
of  Trustees 

Gentlemen : 

Your  recent  request  for  a letter  tentatively  holding  you  to 
be  exempt  from  Federal  income  tax  under  section  501  (c)- 
(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Gode,  and  the  evidence  upon 
which  you  base  your  contention  that  your  purposes  and 
activities  will  entitle  you  to  such  exemption,  has  been  re- 
ceived. 

The  above  evidence  discloses  that  you  were  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  Gommonwealth  of  Massachusetts  on 
June  27,  1962  to  take  over  and  continue  the  development 


of  an  institution  of  higher  learning  in  the  field  of  liberal 
arts  and  sciences. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  office,  based  upon  the  evidence 
presented,  that  if  you  operate  strictly  in  accordance  with 
your  stated  purposes,  you  will  be  entitled  to  exemption 
from  Federal  income  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  section 
501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Code. 

Accordingly,  you  will  not  be  required  to  file  Federal  in- 
come tax  returns,  pending  a final  determination  of  your 
status,  unless  you  change  the  character  of  your  organiza- 
tion, or  the  purposes  for  which  you  were  organized;  en- 
gage in  any  activities  not  contemplated  by  your  stated 
purposes,  or  attempt  in  any  way  to  influence  legislation. 
Contributions  made  to  you  will  be  deductible  by  the  donors 
in  computing  their  taxable  net  income  in  the  manner  and 
to  the  extent  provided  by  section  170  of  the  Code. 


To  be  included  in  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  Cumulative  List  of  Tax  Ex- 
empt Organizations  requires  that  an  institution  operate  as  a separate  corporate 
entity  for  one  year.  The  new  Pine  Manor  Corporation  completed  its  first  year 
of  operation  on  June  30,  1964.  Application  has  been  made  for  inclusion  of  Pine 
Manor  in  the  next  revision  of  the  Internal  Revenue  List  of  Tax  Exempt  Or- 
ganizations.

from  the  Directrice 


PINE  MANOR  IN  PARIS  has  been  designed  to 
give  the  junior  college  student  an  experience  of  ex- 
treme worthwhileness.  The  moral  and  intellectual 
maturity  she  has  achieved  after  two  years  at  an  Ameri- 
can college  coupled  with  her  academic  background 
should  enable  her  to  reach  a certain  level  of  curiosity 
and  depth  of  understanding  which  are  necessary  for 
the  appreciation  of  a foreign  country.  The  primary 
objective  of  PINE  MANOR  IN  PARIS  is  to  give  each 
individual  student  a wide  variety  of  educational  and 
cultural  opportunities  so  that  her  stay  in  Paris  may 
be  as  enriching  and  as  challenging  as  possible. 

Living  in  a carefully  selected  French  home  — 
where  the  student  shares  two  meals  a day  — helps 
the  girls  to  become  acquainted  with  French  life  and 
to  improve  their  speaking  ability  since  French  is  to  be 
spoken  exclusively.  Also  within  their  French  "homes” 
they  are  invited  to  seek  advice  on  any  matters  which 
may  trouble  them  such  as  the  best  way  to  spend  their 
leisure  time  including  their  vacations  which  may  take 
them  away  from  Paris.  Occasionally  the  students  are 
invited  into  the  homes  of  other  families  to  assure  them 
a full  perspective  of  French  family  life. 

In  Paris,  the  cultural  heart  of  Europe,  the  stu- 
dents are  offered  an  enormous  variety  of  activities 
from  which  they  may  choose  many  in  order  to  satisfy 
their  curiosity  and  to  develop  further  their  interests 
and  abilities.  Among  these,  of  course,  are  included 
sightseeing  and  entertainment,  two  pastimes  which 
have  endeared  Paris  to  Americans  for  many  years. 
But  what  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  most  beneficial  aspects 
of  PINE  MANOR  IN  PARIS  is  the  opportunity  to 
partake  of  the  more  enriching  events,  such  as  theatre 
festivals,  special  concerts,  winter  art  exhibitions,  etc. 
pleasures  which  are  only  to  be  discovered  during  a 
prolonged  stay  as  opposed  to  the  typical  "tour.”  I have 
accumulated  a wealth  of  references  which  are  at  the 
disposal  of  the  students  and  I should  be  only  too  happy 
to  supplement  such  written  information  with  my  own 
personal  knowledge  of  Paris  in  order  to  help  them 
choose  the  best  of  this  somewhat  puzzling  variety. 

As  to  the  academic  aspects  of  PINE  MANOR  IN 
PARIS  — which  is  of  course  our  main  concern  — a 
careful  selection  of  courses  has  been  made  to  assure 
the  students  an  easy  transfer  of  credits  once  they  have 
completed  their  year  abroad  and  wish  to  apply  for 
further  study  at  the  American  university  of  their 
choice.  The  best  courses  designed  for  foreign  students 
in  Paris  are  given  at  the  Sorbonne  and  the  British 
Institute.  At  these  two  locations  the  girls  from  Pine 
Manor  are  instructed  by  well  known  professors  and 
specially  trained  instructors  who  teach  language, 
composition,  literature,  French  Civilization  (including 
history,  politics,  art,  etc.)  to  small  groups.  For  those 


who  are  especially  interested  in  phonetics  a course 
may  be  attended  there  and  at  the  Institut  de  Phone- 
tique. 

By  special  permission  of  the  Doyen  de  la  Faculte 
des  Lettres  those  with  a sufficient  knowledge  of  French 
may  audit  any  of  the  advanced  courses  offered  by  the 
Sorbonne  in  literature,  history,  philosophy,  art,  etc. 
The  same  applies  to  students  interested  in  taking 
courses  in  Political  Science  and  Economics  at  the  Insti- 
tute Etudes  Politiques.  The  Ecole  du  Louvre  offers 
specialized  lectures  in  art  history  which  are  supple- 
mented by  guided  visits  to  special  collections  of  Paris' 
museums.  Students  wishing  to  practice  drawing  and 
painting  may  do  so  at  the  Academic  Julian  and  La 
Grande  Chaumiere  (Academic  Charpentier),  the  best 
private  schools  in  Paris. 

Lastly  the  students  come  to  my  home  once  a week 
for  a course  I give  on  contemporary  French  theatre,  a 
course  which  is  supplemented  by  attending  regularly 
live  performances  of  the  same  plays  which  we  discuss 
and  others.  In  this  manner  I have  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity of  visiting  regularly  with  each  girl  in  order  to 
assure  them  consistent  guidance  with  their  personal 
and  academic  problems.  In  order  to  keep  parents  and 
friends  of  the  Pine  Manor  girls  abroad  well  informed 
as  to  their  individual  progress  a detailed  report  will  be 
sent  once  a term  to  Pine  Manor  and  to  the  family 
of  each  student. 

In  short  — such  careful  consideration  and  plan- 
ning have  gone  into  the  organization  of  PINE 
MANOR  IN  PARIS  that  we  feel  justified  in  being 
highly  optimistic  as  to  its  success.  Its  strongest  fea- 
ture is  the  opportunity  it  gives  of  incorporating  a 
study  of  the  French  language  and  civilization  with  a 
personal  participation  in  French  living.  Such  an  op- 
portunity should  enable  the  Pine  Manor  girl  to  meas- 
ure her  own  knowledge  against  the  background  of 
her  daily  life  and  thus  to  develop  both  an  original  and 
well-integrated  personality.

On  a golden  October  day,  Wednesday  the  21st, 
the  new  campus  couldn’t  have  been  more  beautiful 
when  fifty-five  alumnae  arrived  to  attend  the  8th  An- 
nual Alumnae  Council.

“How  can  I describe  all  this  in  a letter 
to  my  class?”) 

Pat  Wisner  Barnard,  40,  conducted  the  workshop 
meeting  for  Class  Secretaries.  How  to  get  more  news 
from  more  Pine  Manor  alumnae?  That  was  the  great- 
est problem.  (If  you  could  have  listened  in,  you 
would  be  kinder  to  your  Class  Secretary  . . .)  Ade- 
laide Beatty,  ’48,  Alumnae  Fund  Chairman,  conducted 
the  workshop  meeting  for  Class  Agents.  How  to  raise 
the  number  of  donors  in  each  class?  That  was  their 
problem.  (If  you  could  have  listened  in,  you  would 
be  more  responsive  to  the  pleas  of  your  Class 
Agents.  . . .) 

Social  hour  and  dinner  brought  an  opportunity  to 
visit  with  many  members  of  the  faculty  and  to  hear 
the  “Off-Beats”  sing.  After  dinner  all  adjourned  to 
the  balcony  overlooking  the  large  music  room.  In  this 
informal  setting  around  a beautiful  fire  all  aspects  of 
the  college  were  discussed  by  Mr.  Ferry  and  mem- 
bers of  the  administrative  staff.

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FINE  ARTS  COMMITTEE 

ASKS  AID 

In  September  of  1965,  the  main  house*  at  the  cam- 
pus in  Chestnut  Hill  will  begin  a new  life  as  the  Ad- 
ministration Building  of  the  college.  We  are  fortu- 
nate that  the  many  rooms  of  the  house,  once  used  for 
gracious  living  and  splendid  entertaining,  adapt  them- 
selves so  well  to  this  role. 

First  floor  rooms  will  serve  as  offices  for  the  Presi- 
dent, office  and  conference  room  for  Admissions,  and 
reception  rooms  for  visitors  and  prospective  students 
and  their  families.  The  impressive  music  room  will 
continue  as  the  setting  for  concerts,  lectures,  student 
gatherings,  and  general  entertaining.  The  second 
floor  is  being  prepared  to  house  the  infirmary,  and 
various  administrative  offices.  The  third  floor  will 
contain  living  accommodations  for  the  nurses  and  a 
number  of  resident  faculty  members. 

The  main  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  house  are 
among  the  most  distinguished  in  the  Boston  area,  fully 
paneled  in  a variety  of  woods  — pine,  mahogany,  wal- 
nut and  oak.  In  architectural  design  and  feeling,  they 
reflect  a period  ranging  from  the  17th  to  the  mid- 18th 
centuries.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  college  authorities 
and  the  architects  that  these  rooms  be  maintained  as 
nearly  in  their  present  condition  as  possible,  and  that 
they  be  furnished  in  keeping  with  their  notable  archi- 
tecture and  large  scale. 

Toward  this  end,  a Special  Committee  to  obtain 
and  select  the  furnishings  of  the  house,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mrs.  David  P.  Boyd,  wife  of  our 
trustee,  has  been  appointed  by  the  President.  Other 
members  of  the  Committee  are  Mrs.  Frederick  C. 
Ferry,  Jr.,  wife  of  the  President;  Mrs.  Jane  Henkels, 
Director  of  Alumnae  Relations;  and  Graham  P.  Teller, 
Chairman  of  the  Fine  Arts  Department. 

It  is  the  hope  of  this  Committee  that,  through  the 
interest  of  alumnae,  friends  of  the  college,  museums, 
and  other  organizations,  appropriate  furniture  and 
objects  of  art  may  be  obtained  by  gift.  The  Edward 
Danes,  former  owners  of  the  property,  graciously

have  given  to  the  college  certain  valuable  items,  in- 
cluding three  rare  15th  and  16th  century  Flemish 
tapestries,  draperies  in  damask,  velvet  and  crewel 
work,  period  andirons  and  other  fine  objects.  From 
alumnae  and  friends  we  have  already  received  some 
fine  Georgian  furniture  pieces,  an  18th  century  Vene- 
tian sofa,  a Louis  XIVth  armchair,  a pair  of  Italian 
Renaissance  console  tables,  mirrors,  paintings,  books 
and  objects  of  art.  There  are  some  pieces  in  buildings 
on  the  present  campus  that  can  be  used  in  rooms  where 
they  are  apppropriate  and  in  scale,  but  much  more  is 
needed.  It  is  essential  that  these  formal  and  spacious 
rooms  be  appropriately  furnished.  Our  specific  needs 
include  oversized  oriental  rugs.  Renaissance,  Jaco- 
bean, Carolean  and  early  Georgian  style  sofas,  uphol- 
stered chairs,  tables  and  other  large-scaled  furniture. 
(More  delicate  items  will  also  be  needed  in  the  French 
house.)  Other  needed  objects  include  table  lamps, 
mantel  garnitures,  mirrors,  paintings,  sets  of  finely 
bound  books,  and  other  appropriate  art  objects. 

The  Committee  needs  the  cooperation  of  all  alum- 
nae in  locating  donors  to  make  this  exciting  project  a 
success.  If  you  have  any  such  items  stored  which  you 
wish  to  give  to  the  college,  or  if  you  are  soon  to  move 
from  a larger  house  to  smaller  accommodations,  or  if 
you  know  of  any  other  person  or  institution  who 
might  be  interested  in  giving  furnishings,  please  write

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Parachute  Jumper 

Anne  Batterson,  '59 

Anne  Batterson,  ’59,  world  and  national  champion 
free-fall  parachute  jumper,  is  a unique  personality  in 
many  ways.  She  is  currently  considering  ground 
school  training  for  lady  astronauts.  She  writes: 

"Since  a sunny  day  in  July,  1961,  which  was  the 
day  that  I made  my  first  parachute  jump,  people  have 
been  forever  asking,  ‘What  in  the  world  motivated 
you  to  jump  out  of  an  airplane?’  For  those  who  un- 
derstand the  limitless  variation  of  female  curiosity,  my 
answer,  ‘I  just  wanted  to  see  what  it  was  like’  is 
sufficient.  For  others,  a plea  of  temporary  insanity 
seems  to  suffice.  No  matter  what  the  motivation,  on 
that  particular  day  in  July,  I was  exposed  to  a very 
beautiful  and  exciting  new  sport  which  is  growing 
rapidly  in  popularity  in  this  country  and  in  Europe 
where  it  originated. 

"At  this  point  it  would  be  best  to  describe  briefly 
the  sport  of  free-fall  parachuting,  for  many  people 
tend  to  connect  parachutes  directly  with  the  military. 
This  is  somewhat  difficult  because  the  sport  is  totally 
unique.  There  is  no  other  sport  or  situation  that  can 
be  used  for  comparison.  Free-fall  is  the  time  that 
elapses  from  the  exiting  of  the  aircraft  until  the 
manual  opening  of  the  parachute.  The  longest  free- 
fall  that  I have  made  to  date  is  approximately  one 
minute  and  a half  from  17,000  feet.  With  the  regula- 
tion opening  altitude  for  parachutes  being  at  2,000 
feet  above  the  ground,  the  distance  fallen  on  this  jump 
was  nearly  three  miles.  Upon  exit  from  the  plane 
there  is  a wonderful  sensation  of  total  suspension, 
rather  like  floating  on  a soft  cushion  of  air.  Although 
the  human  body  falls  at  a rate  of  120  mph,  there  is 
little  sensation  of  speed.  The  earth  below  appears 
peaceful  and  very  far  away.  Goggles  are  worn  to  pro- 
tect the  eyes  and  reduce  all  visual  distortions.  It  is 
possible  to  maneuver  the  body  in  many  ways.  The 
body,  being  an  airfoil,  can  do  anything  that  an  air- 
plane can  do  except  go  up.  By  changing  positions  one 
can  glide  forward  across  the  sky,  make  turns  and 
loops  and  increase  and  decrease  the  vertical  rate  of 
descent.  By  these  means  it  is  possible  for  two  or 
more  people  to  come  together  and  clasp  hands  or  pass 


batons.  This  is  called  ‘relative  work’  and  it  is  one  of 
the  most  fun  aspects  of  free-fall.  Once  the  para- 
chute is  opened  at  2,000  feet,  it  is  a matter  of  calcu- 
lating the  winds  and  guiding  the  parachute  to  a pre- 
determined point  on  the  ground.  Every  jumper  has 
his  own  set  of  adjectives  that  he  uses  to  describe  the 
feeling  of  free-fall.  Some  of  the  most  common  are 
freedom,  peace,  grace,  exhilaration  and  beauty. 

“Through  parachuting  1 have  become  involved  in 
one  of  the  most  exciting  and  important  areas  of  sport, 
that  of  representing  the  United  States  in  international 
competition.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  I have  logged 
over  680  jumps  in  skies  ranging  from  the  Pacific  coast 
to  behind  the  Iron  Curtain.  I have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  travel  widely  and  to  meet  athletes  from  all 
corners  of  the  globe.  In  1962  I was  trained  as  an 
alternate  for  the  team  which  competed  in  the  6th 
World  Championships  in  Orange,  Massachusetts.  Al- 
though I did  not  jump  in  this  championship,  I did 
learn  a great  deal  about  international  competition. 
Our  chief  competition  comes  from  behind  the  Iron 
Curtain.  This  sport  is  extremely  popular  in  the  Soviet 
Union  and  in  the  satellite  countries.  While  the  num- 
ber of  sport  jumpers  in  this  country  are  figured  in  the 
thousands,  in  these  countries  they  number  in  the 
millions.  They  also  have  the  advantage  of  govern- 
ment subsidy.  A great  deal  of  our  expenses  are  borne 
by  the  individual.  The  Parachute  Club  of  America 
does  sponsor  the  team  in  a two-month  training  period, 
and  covers  the  expenses  of  travel,  equipment,  entry 
fees,  room  and  board.  This  sponsorship  is  based  pri- 
marily on  private  donations  and  various  television 
contracts.  In  spite  of  these  disadvantages,  the  United 
States  has  proven  to  be  one  of  the  leading  powers  in 
this  field.  The  Women’s  team  has  held  the  title  of 
World  Champion  for  the  past  three  years.  I was  a 
member  of  the  1963  team  which  attended  the  Adriatic 
Cup  in  Portoroz,  Yugoslavia.  At  Portoroz  we  met 
teams  from  sixteen  nations  many  of  which  we  had 
met  the  year  before  in  Orange.  In  this  lovely  seaside 
town,  we  were  treated  wonderfully  by  the  Yugo- 
slavian government.  The  Yugoslavian  people  received 
us  with  warmth  and  friendship  and  a good  competi- 
tive relationship  was  established  between  the  eastern 
and  western  countries.  The  U.  S.  women  successfully 
defended  their  title  of  World  Champions  and  I man- 
aged to  take  the  gold  medal  for  first  place  over  all 
women.  This  meet  in  Portoroz  served  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  understanding  and  friendship  between 
peoples  of  many  countries  and  government  systems. 
For  me,  this  is  one  of  the  most  gratifying  parts  of  in- 
ternational competition  — that  it  is  possible  for 
peoples  of  the  east  and  west  to  work,  compete  and 
establish  bonds  of  friendship,  effectively,  on  the  basis 
of  mutual  respect. 

"The  Seventh  World  Championships  were  held  in 
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Leukirch,  West  Germany,  this  past  summer.  As  cap- 
tain of  the  U.  S.  Women’s  Team,  I was  especially 
aware  of  the  responsibility  we  were  carrying  this  year. 
In  checking  the  1964  World  Record  attempts,  we 
found  that  the  Russian,  Czechoslovakian  and  East 
German  women  were  hard  at  work  setting  records 
and  training  in  order  to  depose  the  U.  S.  women. 
Upon  arrival  in  Germany,  our  suspicions  were  con- 
firmed after  meeting  the  teams  and  observing  their 
new  equipment  and  training  practices.  There  were  26 
nations  represented  at  this  championship.  We  knew 
it  would  be  a difficult  meet,  but  we  had  been  training 
hard  for  two  months  in  Fresno,  California,  and  also 
had  new  and  revolutionary  equipment.  On  closing 
day  the  U.  S.  men  and  women  collected  four  gold 
medals,  two  silver  and  four  bronze,  with  the  U.  S. 
girls  again  on  top. 

“Next  summer  we  have  been  invited  to  Moscow 
for  a challenge  match  between  the  top  four  powers  in 
parachuting  — U.  S.,  Russia,  Czechoslovakia  and 
East  Germany.  It  should  be  an  interesting  summer  as 
we  will  certainly  be  a minority  group.  We  will  miss 
the  moral  support  of  our  western  friends  such  as 
France,  England,  Australia,  Germany,  and  many  more 
who  have  always  stood  behind  us  in  past  meets. 
Judging,  however,  from  the  results  of  the  U.  S.  Na- 
tionals which  were  held  in  Salt  Lake  City  last  month, 
during  which  the  ’65  team  was  picked,  with  some  of 
the  old  blood  mixed  with  some  new,  we  should  be 
able  to  hold  our  standing. 

“TTiere  are  many  interesting  areas  developing  in 
sport  parachuting.  I have  just  discussed  those  that  I 
am  the  most  involved  in  at  present.  As  the  world  be- 
comes more  and  more  space-oriented,  the  sport  also 
grows.  The  parachute  is  beginning  to  play  an  im- 
portant part  in  various  space  projects.  For  me,  it  is 
very  exciting  and  challenging  to  be  a part  of  aviation 
today.  What  began  with  curiosity  and  a sunny  day 
in  July  has  developed  into  a very  full  and  gratifying 
life.”

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Proxy  Projects

“I’ve  never  gotten  as  much  enrichment  from  any 
other  kind  of  work  as  I have  from  this  — and  work 
isn’t  the  word  to  use  at  all.  This  has  been  a wonder- 
ful sharing  of  someone’s  life,  and  1 know  I’ve  gotten 
much  more  from  Tom  than  I have  ever  given  him  by 
my  help.’’ 

I was  sitting  in  the  living  room  of  a Darien  woman 
who  is  also  a St.  Luke’s  parishioner.  She  was  eager  to 
talk  about  her  friend  and  to  share  her  experience. 
She  read  parts  of  a letter  Tom  had  written  after  re- 
ceiving a book  she  had  sent  him.  In  his  letter  he  con- 
tinued a lively  political  discussion  they  had  recently 
during  one  of  her  visits.  He  also  thanked  her  for 
making  the  foam  rubber  cushions  and  slip  covers  for 
his  wheelchair.  Tom  Meath  has  been  completely 
paralyzed  with  polio  for  1 5 years,  but  is  able  to  spend 
much  of  his  time  in  his  chair,  with  the  aid  of  a 
portable  iron  lung.  Mrs.  Shepard,  as  we  will  call  her, 
was  particularly  happy  to  hear  from  him,  as  he  was 
going  to  be  leaving  soon  for  the  midwest,  where  he 
plans  to  work  for  his  master’s  degree  in  sociology. 

“I  could  never  express  the  admiration  I have  for 
him,’’  she  said.  “Despite  his  limitations,  he  has  a 
wonderful  zest  for  life.  Every  time  I left  him  I 
realized  how  light  my  own  burdens  are.’’ 

It  seems  incongruous  that  a friendship  as  deep  as 
this  should  exist  between  a Darien  matron  and  a 21- 
year-old  Stamford  polio  victim.  And  in  fact,  Mrs. 
Shepard  had  not  met  Tom  Meath  until  last  year, 
when  she  first  went  into  his  home  as  a member  of  a 
unique  organization  — Proxy  Projects. 

Mrs.  Shepard  visited  Tom  once  a month,  and  now 
that  he  is  gone,  she  will  volunteer  her  time  for  some- 
one else  in  Proxy  Projects’  program.  She  is  not  a 
trained  nurse  or  social  worker,  nor  are  any  Proxy 
volunteers  who  go  into  handicapped  people’s  homes. 
Like  her  fellow  members,  she  is  a housewife  and 
mother  who  shares  some  of  her  time  helping  in  the 
necessary  work  to  be  done  in  homes  like  the  Meath’s, 
where  she  did  whatever  had  to  be  tackled  that  day  — 
washing  dishes,  sewing,  arranging  closets,  turning 
shirt  collars,  giving  Mrs.  Meath  a much-needed  day 
off.  She  talked  with  Tom,  fed  him  his  lunch  as  she 
ate  her  own  lunch  from  home,  read  to  him  and  with 
him,  wrote  letters. 

“The  first  day  I was  scared  stiff,’’  she  recalls. 
“Even  though  I knew  everything  had  been  carefully 
arranged  beforehand.  1 didn’t  want  to  do  or  say  the 
wrong  things,  and  I was  glad  to  see  a sink  full  of 
dishes,  so  I could  wade  right  in.  But  the  wonderful 
thing  was  that  I was  accepted  as  a neighbor  would 
be,  without  embarrassment.  We  are  friends.’’

This  feeling  of  sharing  a friendship,  and  of  giving 
and  receiving  a mutual  gift  is  the  common  thread 
woven  into  the  attitude  of  Proxy  Projects  with  whom 
I talked.  And  it  is  this  bond  that  unites  these  women 
in  an  organization  that  has  no  regular  meetings,  dues, 
fund-raising  drives  or  club  affiliation.  Yet  it  is  no 
haphazard,  loosely-handled  operation.  The  founder 
and  chairman,  Caroline  Fischer  of  Darien,  is  a brisk 
and  dynamic  woman  who  carefully  oversees  the  work 
of  its  volunteers  in  order  to  curb  what  could  be  a 
tendency  toward  fuzzyheaded  idealism. 

“Everyone  connected  with  Proxy  knows  this  isn’t  a 
committee  you  sign  up  for  with  the  option  of  begging 
off  if  something  else  comes  up  that  day.  Help  like  this 
is  dependent  on  reliability.  With  us,  reliability  is 
virtue." 

Mrs.  Fischer’s  concern  is  both  idealistic  and  per- 
sonal. Long  before  the  idea  of  Proxy  Projects  had 
its  genesis,  she  had  been  impressed  by  Albert  Schweit- 
zer’s work  in  Africa,  and  with  his  philosophy  of  “the 
reverence  for  life.”  And  when  in  1950  three  of  her 
four  children  contracted  epidemic  polio,  she  was 
thrown  into  the  harsh  knowledge  of  what  Schweitzer 
calls  “the  brotherhood  of  those  who  bear  the  mark  of 
pain.”  Yet  it  was  not  until  years  later  that  action  was 
triggered. 

“I  overheard  the  chance  remark  of  a friend  who 
had  lost  the  use  of  her  hands  and  arms  through 
polio,”  she  said.  “She  mentioned  that  she  had  gone 
for  two  days  without  food  while  her  attendant  was 
off  duty.  Jhis,  with  neighbors  close  by,  and  in  a 
community  that  is  civilized  and  well-populated!” 

She  and  five  other  similarly-concerned  women  met 
at  her  home  in  1959,  and  drew  up  plans  for  a pro- 
gram that  would  offer  practical,  necessary  and  often 
desperately-needed  help  to  people  in  Darien  and  near- 
by communities.  “Whether  or  not  these  people  have 
professional  help,  they  still  have  homes  to  run  and 
chores  to  be  done  that  might  not  get  accomplished 
otherwise.  Letters  have  to  be  written  errands,  shop- 
ping or  mending  have  to  be  done.  Or  maybe  they  just 
need  to  know  that  they  haven’t  lost  contact  with 
people.  A man  whom  we  visit  is  learning  to  play 
bridge,  and  this  companionship  is  vitally  important. 
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He  will  eventually  become  blind,  but  right  now  he's 
still  a part  of  a social  world.” 

An  efficient  general  working  schedule  was  worked 
out,  and  although  Proxy  workers  usually  adjust  their 
plans  to  best  fit  the  needs  of  the  families,  the  essential 
operation  is  still  the  same  today.  A day  is  chosen  that 
is  convenient  for  everyone  (usually  the  day  that  an 
attendant  is  off  duty).  A member  or  a team  of  two 
arrives  at  10:00  in  the  morning  with  lunch  for  them- 
selves and  members  of  the  family.  Until  3 :00  in  the 
afternoon  they  do  whatever  is  needed,  and  although  it 
would  seem  that  it  is  simply  the  carrying  out  of 
onerous  chores,  it  is  obvious  that  to  those  whom  they 
visit.  Proxy  means  much  more. 

A woman  whom  we  will  call  Mrs.  Darrow  has  been 
familiar  with  Proxy  since  its  beginning.  She  is  a per- 
ceptive and  articulate  woman  who  speaks  with 
insight  and  understanding  about  herself  as  a handi- 
capped individual,  and  about  the  influence  Proxy  has 
had. 

“Someone  who  is  ill  turns  inward,  especially  if  they 
are  alone,  and  separated  from  a social  group.  No  one 
likes  to  be  in  the  position  of  asking  friends  to  run  an 
errand  or  do  a job  you  can  no  longer  do  yourself. 
You  become  hesitant  and  alienated,  even  if  there's  no 
actual  reason.  One  of  the  important  things  Proxy 
has  brought  into  my  life  is  an  outside  evaluation.  1 
get  a renewed  perspective  about  everything,  from  the 
household  things  that  have  been  nagging  me,  to  my 
own  self.  And  it  isn't  hired  help  upon  which  you're 
dependent  for  everything.  1 find  it  a delight  in  plan- 
ning my  month  around  the  days  Proxy  will  be  com- 
ing. They  are  adults  .and  equals  with  fresh  and  dif- 
ferent points  of  view,  with  whom  I can  talk  without 
pretense,  and  whom  1 know  I can  trust.  They  fill  an 
unusual  role  — an  achievement  of  love  and  intelli- 
gence that  gives  a deep  sense  of  security.  Not  only 
do  I know  they're  going  to  come,  but  they  bring  a 
vitality  and  energy  that  is  like  fresh  air  to  someone 
who  is  ill.” 

While  some  of  the  handicapped  people  Proxy  visits 
are  in  need  of  only  temporary  help,  most  of  them  are 
living  with  a permanent  disability.  The  referral  to 
Caroline  Fischer  of  a family  who  needs  help  is  usually 
by  word-of-mouth,  through  those  who  know  of  the 
group,  or  through  members  themselves.  But  once  con- 
tact is  established.  Proxy  stays  with  the  job  as  long 
as  it's  needed.  Although  Proxy  members  meet  once 
a year  to  discuss  their  activities,  there  is  a total  lack 
of  publicity  about  the  organization.  They  are  not 
interested  in  recognition  or  praise.  They  consider  it 
a privilege  to  share  the  lives  and  courage  of  those  who 
have  become  friends. 

The  small  group  of  five  women  who  met  in  Mrs. 
Fischer's  living  room  has  grown  to  37  in  number,  who 
spend  18  days  a month  with  seven  families.  A group 


was  started  last  year  in  Westport  and  there  is  hope 
that  one  may  soon  be  organized  in  Cleveland. 

“Many  women  want  to  be  a part  of  life  as  it  is 
lived  daily,”  Caroline  Fischer  said,  “rather  than  work- 
ing on  committees,  statistics  and  reports.” 

Fler  words  bear  out  the  remarkable  similarities  be- 
tween Proxy  workers  and  those  they  visit.  “Proxy 
enlarges  my  life,”  Mrs.  Darrow  told  me,  and  her 
feeling  was  paraphrased  by  Mrs.  Shepard  as  she 
spoke  of  her  year  with  Tom  Meath.  “1  am  convinced 
that  without  this  privilege  of  sharing  we  are  all  dimin- 
ished — and  with  it  we  are  all  enriched.” 

A YWCA  Worker 

Elizabeth  'Knowles  Noyes,  '21 

“After  leaving  Pine  Manor  1 went  in  September  1921 
with  my  family  to  live  in  England  for  a year.  During 
that  time  1 did  some  studying  and  traveling  in  Europe 
as  well. 

On  returning  to  this  country  we  took  up  residence 
in  Florida,  spending  a number  of  summers  in  England. 

In  1928  1 married  William  Noyes,  Harvard  1919, 
who  is  an  engineer  and  who  worked  for  the  Public 
Service  Co.  of  New  Hampshire  until  1960  when  he 
retired. 

We  have  twin  daughters,  both  of  whom  are  mar- 
ried, and  we  are  the  proud  grandparents  of  six,  three 
girls  and  three  boys. 

After  the  war  years  and  their  concentration  of  ef- 
fort, I became  interested  in  the  Manchester  YWCA. 
I was  on  the  local  board  of  directors  from  1945  to 
1962  with  a year  off  for  rotation.  1 was  president  of 
the  Manchester  YWCA  from  1949  to  1952. 

There  were  other  local  interests  and  at  various 
times  I served  on  the  local  board  of  directors  of  the 
Red  Cross,  the  USO,  and  the  Visiting  Nurses  Asso- 
ciation. 1 am  also  a member  of  the  Elliot  Hospital 
Associates  and  the  Manchester  Garden  Club. 

Over  the  years  my  chief  interest  has  been  the 
YWCA.  From  1952  to  1962  1 was  a member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  New  Hampshire  District 
YWCA  and  president  from  1953  to  1957.  In  that 
capacity  1 was  also  a member  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  New  Hampshire  Council  of  Churches 
and  Religious  Education. 

In  1955  I was  elected  to  the  National  Board  of  the 
YWCA  of  the  USA.  1 have  served  on  many  of  its 
committees  including  the  Executive  Comm.ittee.  From 
1961  to  1964  I was  a vice  president  of  the  National 
Board  and  Chairman  of  the  Eastern  Region. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  be  a visiting  dele- 
gate to  two  World  YWCA  Council  meetings,  the  first 
in  Mexico  in  1959  and  one  in  Denmark  in  1963. 
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For  two  years  I was  a member  of  the  Recreation 
Division  of  the  Governor’s  Committee  on  Children 
and  Youth,  and  for  the  past  year  I’ve  been  a member 
of  the  National  Women’s  Committee  for  Civil  Rights, 
called  together  by  President  Kennedy  in  July  1963. 

In  1960  my  husband  retired  and  that  autumn  we 
started  on  a six  and  a half  months’  trip  around  the 
world.  The  YWCA  has  opened  many  doors  for  me, 
but  none  wider  than  those  which  the  YWCA  mem- 
bers opened  for  us  as  we  visited  the  various  countries 
in  the  Far  East. 

My  garden  and  my  grandchildren  are  my  chief 
sources  of  recreation,  but  now  that  my  husband  is 
free  of  business  responsibilities  our  recreation  in- 
cludes winter  travel  and  short  spur-of-the-moment 
trips.  One  of  his  hobbies  is  photography  and  we  both 
show  our  pictures  and  speak  to  interested  groups. 
The  fun  and  the  challenge  of  life  are  as  great  as  they 
were  in  1921,  but  we  run  down  a little  faster  than  we 
used  to,  and  the  sixth,  third  birthday  party  finds  us 
just  a bit  more  tired  than  the  first  one  did  five  years 
ago.” 


Better  TV  for  Children

“After  graduating  from  Pine  Manor  in  1951,  I re- 
ceived my  B.A.  from  Barnard  College  in  1953  and 
my  M.S.  from  Simmons  College  School  of  Social 
Work,”  writes  Nancy  Seater  Kupchan,  ’51.  “During 
my  first  year  at  Simmons,  I married  S.  Morris  Kup- 
chan. In  1955,  we  moved  to  Madison,  Wisconsin, 
where  my  husband  is  Professor  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  We  have 
two  sons,  Clifford  age  eight,  in  the  third  grade  and 
Charles  age  six,  in  the  first  grade. 

“My  husband  does  a good  deal  of  traveling  in  con- 
nection with  his  professional  activities.  Since  1961, 
I have  accompanied  him  to  Hawaii,  Czechoslovakia, 
Italy,  England,  Japan 
United  States.

“Since  1962,  I have  been  President  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin Association  for  Better  Broadcasts,  a state-wide 
voluntary  organization,  concerned  with  radio  and 
television.  We  publish  a newsletter  five  times  a year, 
conduct  a weekly  radio  program,  evaluate  and  recom- 
mend television  programs  to  our  membership  and 
sponsor  two  annual  state-wide  conferences  on  broad- 
casting. Since  I have  been  president,  the  bulk  of  our 
energy  has  been  devoted  to  the  children’s  area.  Be- 
cause of  the  tremendous  impact  television  has  in  the 
lives  and  development  of  young  people  (they  spend 
more  time  watching  TV  than  anything  else  outside  of 
school  and  sleep),  we  have  run  Children’s  Film  Fes- 
tivals in  Madison.  Our  purpose  to  to  expose  children 
to  quality  films  and  to  call  the  attention  of  parents  to 
the  importance  of  their  children’s  entertainment. 

“Traveling  affords  me  the  opportunity  to  meet  per- 
sonally with  radio  and  television  officials  in  other 
countries. 

“I  had  an  especially  exciting  visit  in  Japan.  We  did 
live  and  eat  Japanese  style.  The  Japanese  ryokan 
(inn)  is  truly  superb.  The  warmth,  attention,  beauty 
and  serenity  are  unmatched  anywhere.  We  tremen- 
dously enjoyed  the  food  and  especially  the  numerous 
kinds  of  fish  (sometimes  raw!).  Since  our  return,  we 
have  had  several  sukiyaki  dinners  with  my  husband’s 
Japanese  students.  While  my  husband  lectured  at 
several  universities,  I was  taken  to  a private  tea  cere- 
mony, theater,  shopping  for  superb  silk  or  just  sight- 
seeing. 

“The  day  before  we  flew  home  was  my  day  in 
Tokyo  with  the  broadcasting  people.  My  activities 
are  described  in  the  newspaper  article.  A personal 
contact  has  been  established.  My  hosts  were  tremen- 
dously grateful  for  the  first-hand  information  about 
the  Wisconsin  Association  for  Better  Broadcasts  and 
broadcasting  in  the  United  States.  Now  they  are  send- 
ing us  films  for  our  next  Children’s  Film  Festival  that 
will  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1965.” 


From  Latin  to  the  Library 

Juliette  Anthony  Cowen,  ’59 

“If  someone  had  told  me  four  years  ago  when  we 
graduated  from  Pine  Manor  what  I was  going  to  be 
doing  right  now,  1 don’t  think  I’d  have  believed  a 
word  they  said.  First  of  all,  I was  sure  I would  rtever 
live  in  New  York.  Now  Walker  and  I have  a lovely 
apartment  on  East  17th  St.,  just  below  Grammercy 
Park,  wonderfully  convenient,  relatively  quiet,  right 
near  the  busline,  etc.,  etc.  You  would  think  I had 
always  loved  New  York!  And  I was  going  to  teach 
in  college.  Wednesday  I started  work  as  a librarian. 
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All  this  goes  to  show  that  women  still  have  the  pre- 
rogative to  change  their  minds. 

When  1 left  Pine  Manor  and  transferred  to  Sweet 
Briar  I looked  towards  college  teaching  as  a career. 
I started  majoring  in  English,  pursuing  a strong  Pine 
Manor  interest,  and  took  Greek  and  Latin  as  related 
courses.  1 had  reviewed  Latin  the  summer  before 
going  to  Sweet  Briar  just  to  ensure  passing  the  quali- 
fying exam,  never  thinking  it  was  possible  to  major  in 
a subject  not  begun  until  Junior  year.  But  with  the 
encouragement  of  my  Major  Professor,  I discovered 
that  with  two  summer  courses  at  Harvard,  and  a full 
Latin  and  Greek  schedule  my  senior  year,  it  could 
be  done.  Then  my  worry  became  acceptance  in  grad- 
uate school  because  of  my  change  in  major  subject, 
but  evidently  all  you  need  to  be  able  to  change  your 
mind  about  anything  in  a course  of  study  is  a good 
reason  and  hard  work  to  back  it  up. 

When  the  time  came  to  decide  upon  which  grad- 
uate school,  I was  primarily  concerned  with  what 
each  department  offered.  I admit  that  there  were 
many  arguments  with  my  family  and  some  of  my 
friends,  who  felt  I should  have  chosen  Yale  rather 
than  Brown.  Yale  has  one  of  the  largest  classics  de- 
partments on  the  graduate  level  in  the  country  and 
emphasizes  history  rather  than  language  or  literature. 
Brown,  on  the  other  hand,  limits  itself  to  twelve  to 
fifteen  graduate  students  in  classics,  and  concentrates 
on  literature  and  language,  particularly  poetry  which 
was  my  strongest  interest.  Although  the  courses  were 
for  the  most  part  excellent,  and  in  spite  of  my  good 
intentions  to  continue  study  for  a Ph.D.,  the  interest- 
ing and  frankly  practical  prospect  of  librarianship 
definitely  led  to  a far  greater  range  of  opportunity, 
definite  wedding  date  for  the  end  of  this  past  summer. 
In  1963  when  Walker  and  I set  “the"  date  I 
decided  to  go  to  Library  School.  One  more  year  at 
Brown  would  not  have  enabled  me  to  qualify  to  take 
prelims  for  a Ph.D.,  and  by  writing  my  Master’s 
thesis  over  the  summer,  and  then  going  to  Library 
School,  1 hoped  to  have  two  degrees  by  August  of 
1964  instead  of  one.  The  demand  for  Latin  and 
Greek  teachers  is  small,  while  that  for  librarians  is  in 
the  neighborhood  of  ten  jobs  for  every  one  who  is 
qualified.  Happily,  it  all  turned  out  even  better  than 
expected.  Simmons  gave  me  credit  for  one  graduate 
course  at  Brown,  which  meant  finishing  in  June  in- 
stead of  August.  The  Acquisition  Division  at  the  I lar- 
vard  Gollege  Library  needed  a student  assistant,  so 
that  I was  able  to  work  part-time  all  of  last  year, 
which  was  a wonderful  help  in  covering  living  ex- 
penses; and  the  H.  W.  Wilson  Gompany  gave  me  a 
scholarship  which  paid  for  nearly  all  of  my  tuition. 
If  we  had  had  more  time,  and  1 hadn’t  gotten  a schol- 
arship, I definitely  would  have  considered  Harvard’s 
program  of  internship  where  you  work  full  time  and

go  to  Simmons  part-time,  with  Harvard  paying  half 
your  tuition.  This  program  takes  two  full  years  gen- 
erally and  is  a very  good  way  to  get  both  experience 
and  your  degree. 

Getting  a job  for  this  fall  was  actually  a pleasure, 
involving  none  of  the  proverbial  pavement  pounding 
or  letter  writing.  Simmons  did  all  the  work.  Each 
spring  a number  of  recruiters  from  libraries  all  over 
the  country  visit  Simmons  to  interview  prospective 
graduates.  The  placement  office  at  Simmons  lets  you 
know  well  ahead  of  time  about  any  job  in  which  you 
might  be  interested,  and  at  your  request,  makes  an 
appointment  for  you.  I had  interviews  with  Columbia 
and  The  New  York  Public  Library,  both  of  which 
were  interesting  and  extremely  encouraging  about 
present  and  future  possibilities.  When  1 came  to 
New  York  early  this  summer  to  decide  about  a job, 
both  of  these  libraries  had  my  complete  file,  supplied 
by  the  Simmons  placement  office.  Since  I had  worked 
in  a University  library  and  had  dealt  with  the  kinds 
of  people  found  in  a University  community,  I felt 
that  the  New  York  Public  would  have  a far  broader 
scope  of  action  and  thus  provide  greater  variety,  as 
well  as  having  a locational  advantage  of  Eifth  Avenue 
and  42nd  St.  After  three  days  of  work  in  the  Rare 
Book  Division,  with  three  lunch  hours  spent  window 
shopping  in  Eifth  Avenue  stores,  the  decision  seems  to 
have  been  a good  one.  Unless  plans  change,  some- 
time after  Christmas  I shall  be  joining  the  Music 
Division,  and  moving  with  them  to  a new  research 
library  in  Lincoln  Center.  The  possibilities  for  change 
within  librarianship  are  quite  literally  endless,  and 
with  an  M.S.  in  Library  Science,  you  are  assured  of 
a good  starting  salary,  certainly  no  lower  than  $5,000, 
with  ample  opportunity  for  promotion.  So,  I look  for- 
ward to  retiring  someday  as  a rich  old  lady  with  lots 
of  leisure  to  read  all  the  books  I’ll  be  able  to  buy  at 
my  librarian’s  discount.’’

MRS.  MARY  SCOTT 

On  October  31,  Mrs.  Mary  ?^ye 
Scott,  one  of  Pine  Manor’s  beloved 
staff  members  of  earlier  years,  died 
very  peacefully  in  her  Wellesley  home. 

Originally  a Wellesley  resident  and 
alumna  of  Wellesley  College,  Mrs. 
Scott  was  already  an  old  and  valued 
friend  at  Pine  Manor  when  in  1914 
she  came  to  the  college  as  assistant 
librarian.  At  that  time  she  had  re- 
cently returned  to  Wellesley  after  a 
number  of  years  of  residence  in  the 
beautiful  country  district  of  Ireland. 
With  her  came  her  son  and  daughter 
of  college  age,  and  her  charming  Irish 
husband,  William  McArthur  Scott, 
who  died  several  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Scott  had  added  wide  travel, 
as  well  as  formal  library  training,  to 
her  already  admirable  equipment  for 
her  position  here.  Her  sincere  interest 
in  the  individual  students  who  came 
to  her  for  help,  often  in  very  per- 
sonal as  well  as  academic  problems, 
gave  her  a special  value,  and  I am 
sure  that  she  is  remembered  with 
affection  and  gratitude  by  many  alum- 
nae of  the  forties  and  early  fifties.
